Tho Law Simply Admits a Trnnsfer of 


Royal Authority. 


It Is a curious point ot 'British law 


that the klii£ never dies, or, to pt:L it 
In another wny. It would bo useless tor 
uny banister to aiKiie that the ruler's 
predecessors have really died, since 
the utmost law will ml in It Is thut thcro 
may be a "donit.sc of tbc crown," 
meaning, of course, simply that there 
has buou n tinn.sfer of the royal au- 
thority from one person to another. 


It Is a tnnxlui that "the king cnn do 


no •wronp." aml.umlcr the law he would 
nut bo held personally responsible for 
any crime or "tort" Ihat he chose to 
commit at uny time. At noy rate, we 
are assured by high constitutional au- 
thorities, the law should actually and 
literally be no construed and 
I bat the 


statutes bold that, any Injury his maj- 
esty might Indict upon a subject iniust 
be ascribed lo the UbiK's advisers. One 
tiling seems to be certain, and thac is 
that his majesty citn under no clrcuui- 
ritam'cs whatever be arrested. Nor. 
moreover, could bis p>}jds be dJHlrnliii!d 
or t.iki'n In execution should he fall to 
meet his liabilities. 


A qiftlnt feature of Hrltlsh law Is 


that In theory the Ulng Is present at 
the l»w court nt every slttlus, tboiisb 
he nilsht in point of fact be actually 
on tho continent or elsewhere, it fol- 
lows, therefore, Hint It Is Impossible to 
"nonsuit" him as plaintiff should he 
not put hi an appearance when bis 
case Is called, since the law specifically 
mates that the limn Is there. Iu a sim- 
ilar sense tho kinp Is alwaya construc- 
tively present In parliament, tbouRh hi; 
he, In fact, thousands of miles from Ills 
shores.—Exchange.
